Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant provided summary of the invention. Applicant addressed 
Stofko by admitting the reference does not use a conventional adhesive, and by noting however that Stofko does 
require the use of an oxidizing agent when bonding wood laminates. Applicant argued Stofko does not bond the 
laminate layers in the manner disclosed in the applicants invention, because Stofko uses an oxidizing agent, does not 
disclose forming higher density regions, and Stofko presses the laminate together at a pressure that is below the range 
required by the invention to avoid crushing the lignocellulosic material. Applicant addressed Vaders by citing that 
Vaders' invention forms a board with uniform density. Examiner admitted Stofko discloses a flat laminate without 
contours, however the background of Vaders teaches using a contoured die to form contours in the wood panel and 
that pressing with a contoured die will form areas of higher density in the panel. In response to the arguments 
presented toward Stofko, the independent claim, as recited, does not preclude the use of an oxidizing agent. The 
claims also do not require the desired pressure range recited on page 8 of the specif icaiton. The applicant was advised 
to claim during fusion the application of a pressure within the range of 400-850 psi.
